The fact that a church is es- 
tablished in a particular country 
does not mean that followers of 
other beliefs have not full free- 
dom of conscience or that they 
are barred from the practice of 
their religion, or from holding 
public office, by reason of their 
faith. On the contrary, religious 
toleration is the general rule. 
Neither, however, does that fact 
that a country has no establish- 
ed church necessarily mean that 
there is a complete separation of 
church and state. Ih the Neth- 
erlands, for example, the State 
grants allowances to each of the 
churches—Catholic, Protestant, 
Jansenist and Jewish. In Bel- 
gium the State pays a part of the 
allowances of the ministers of 
all denominations.

BIBLE HISTORY LESSON 


The next step in our path with Jesus 
to His suffering and death, finds us 
witnessing the Jews, as they took 
Jesus captive.

Judas had often gone to the same 
place with Jesus to pray. Judas saw 
the Master, and following his traitor- 
ous plans, he approached Jesus and 
kissed Him. By that traitorous means, 
the Jews were üble to pick out Jesus. 
The crowd drew near, and Jesus 
asked them whem they wanted.

Jesus cured 
the ear ‘instantly, and then gently 
scolded Peter for his act. Jesus did 
not need the protection of swords nor 
earthly power. 

Meek as a lamb, Jesus allowed them 
to bind his arms, and begin to haul 
Him away. Jesus said to them, You 
come for me ag though you were tak- 
ing a robber. He told them He had 
sat daily amongst them, teaching in 
the Temple, and no ene had touched 
Him. The hour of darkness is the 
hour of crimes. 

His disciples, frightened, fled like 
scattered sheep, after their shepherd 
was taken from them. 

We should never be so blinded by 
sin, that we would refuse to see the 
power and goodness of our Divine 
Saviour. It was sin that blinded the 
Jews who took Him from the Garden; 
it is sin that separates us from His 
Friendship.

CANDLEMAS AND ITS 
SIGNIFICANCE 


Qn February 2nd, of each year, we 
celebrate the feast of the Purification 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. In com- 
mon speech we call it Candlemas, be- 
cause on this day the candles pre- 
scribed’ for divine service are blessed. 
The candles must be made of bees- 
wax. This is so imperative that the 
Church has preferred to have even her 
most sacred rites performed without 
lights rather than have those used 
that are not made of this material. 
The very word “candle” (Latin can- 
dela), in the language of the Church, 
always signifies a candle made of 
beées-wax. Tallow, sperm, paraffine, 
patent wax, or any other than bees- 
wax candles, cannot be blessed, and 
are forbidden to be used for divine 
service, 


It is an ancient and praiseworthy 
custom for Catholics to procure at 
least one wax candle for this day, and, 
after it has been blessed, to take it 
home to use it at the bed of the dying, 
or during a storm, or for any other 
proper end, as the Church wishes. 
Good Catholics, we know, are not sat- 
ished with this alone; they offer one 
or more candles for the service of the 
altar, thus following the example of 
Mary, who, though not subject to the 
law, offered a sacrifice in the temple. 
In a book entitled “The Sacrament- 
als of the Holy Catholic Church,” we 
find the following beautiful remarks 
in regard to this custom: 


“The Church calls us to the temple 
for the Purification, that our eyes, too, 
may see this glorious Light, recognize 
it in its symbol, the blessed candle, 
that our hands, too, may hold the In- 
fant Saviour in holding the waxen 
taper which represents Him.” 

How full of meaning are all the 
rites of our religion! 

Not by chance has the Church 
chosen the wax candle as a type of 
her Lord and Master. St. Anselm, of 
Canterbury, tells as the reasons: The 
wax product of the virginal bee repre- 
sents Christ's most spotless body; the 
wick enclosed in the wax, and forming 
one with it, images His human soul, 
whilst the ruddy flame, crowning and 
completing the union of wax and wick, 
typifies the divine nature, subsisting 
inconfusedly with the human nature 
in one divine person.” 

Let us then make, on receiving our 
blessed candle, an act of faith in 
Christ, the Light of the world, en- 
lightening every man coming into the 
world. Let us remember we are the 
children of light, that as such, we 
ought to shed around us the light of 
good example. Oh, dear readers! if 
our lives were as they should be, we 
would be like so many torches placed 
upon the pathway of truth to show 
our poor, erring countrymen the way 
to the glorious city of God, the Holy 
Roman Apostolic Church. 

We should make on this festival an 
offering of candles for the service of 
the altar. Oh! what a consoling 
thought for us, when we are at our 
daily work, that perhaps our candles 
are that moment burning before the 
Blessed Sacrament, taking the place 
of our hearts, silently, purely burning 


of Jesus. 

Nor should we forget ourselves. We 
ought to have at least one blessed 
candle for our own private use to take 
to our houses to burn before the eru- 
cifix or an image of the Blessed Vir- 
gin, to remind us that our souls, like 
it, ought to be consuming the dross 
of earthly affection in the pure hea- 
ven-aspiring flame of love. 

We must put our confidence in these 
holy eandles, for the prayers of the 
Church have ascended to God that 
“He would bless and sanctify them 
for the service of men and for the 
good of their bodies and souls in all 
places.” Pious Catholics light them 
during thunderstorms that God. in 
consideration of Christ, whom they 
represent, may deign to protect His 
servants. Let us light them whenever 
we are threatened with calamity, and 
if we do so in a spirit of faith, we 
will experience signal proof of God's 
fatherly care of us. But, above all, let 
the holy candle burn by the bedside of 
the sick and dying, dispelling, by its 
blessed light, the shades of trouble 
and despair which the prince of dark- 


tian soul in the hour of its dissolution, 
and illumining the dark road through 
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
